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NSBAIDRD CLARIFIES “THREE STRIKES... 
YOU'RE OUT” LAW 


As you may know, there is a law on the books, 
NRS 338.175, which many people refer to as the 
"Three Strikes... You're Out" law. This law states in 
part: A public body (e.g. building official) shall notify the 
Nevada State Board of Architecture, Interior Design 
and Residential Design (NSBAIDRD) if a registered 
architect, interior designer or residential designer 
submits plans for a project which are substantially 
incomplete or have been rejected by the public body at 
least three times. 

As stated in the Board's Summer 2003 FOCUS 
newsletter, recent visits to various building departments 
revealed a number of registrants' plans that appear to 
have been submitted "early" in order to get them “in 
line" at the building department. Please be aware that 
this is not an acceptable practice. The Board will 
consider disciplining any registrant it finds to be 
continually engaging in this practice. The Board 
understands that plans submitted to building 
departments must often be changed after their initial 
submission due to unforeseen circumstances or 
building department corrections and it is not its 
intention to sanction registrants in these instances. The 
Board expects that plans submitted to a public 
authority with a registrant's signature and seal be as 
close to a final document as reasonably possible. 
Additionally, while it is not the intention of the Board to 
sanction every registrant who receives three or more 
correction notices, the board must ensure that 
registrants are not practicing incompetently. Repeated 
correction notices are often a sign of incompetent 
practice, and the board may choose to investigate 
those cases. 

The Board hopes that this clarifies its intent 
regarding enforcement of the "Three Strikes" law. If you
